LITERBERRY CHURCH 
SUPPER IS PLANNED 


While a good deal of wheat in 
Morgan county was 
planted ten 
days ago and the fields are now 
showing green, there are other 
fields still waiting for wheat. The 
recommendation of the state uni­ 
versity was to plant wheat this 
year not earlier than the last of 
September because of the Hessian 
fly menace. 
There are few' farm­ 
ers who have not heeded this ad­ 
vice and many of them have pre­ 
ferred to take an even later date 
for the wheat sowing. 
Experience has shown that in 
years when the Hessian fly is 
about that the crop has 
much 
better chance of maturing with­ 
out Hessian fly damage if planted 
late. 
When there is early plant­ 
ing and the wheat makes a con­ 
siderable growth the blades fur­ 
nish fine protection for the fly and 
the consequent damage is great. 
It is an established fact that late 
sown wheat is much more likely 
to escape the Hessian fly ravages 
'han it true of that which is plant­ 
ed early. 


Altho the acreage of what is 
not nearly so great as was plant­ 
ed last year when the guaranteed 
price gave impetus, the acreage 
is larger than has normally been 
true. 
Most farmers believe that 
the wheat price is likely to he 
satisfactory next year and many 
of them made this crop in their 
rotation plan.
